The Pillars of Hercules — Eur- 
ope’s 1,400-foot Rock of Gibraltar 
and Africa’s twice-as-high Jebel 
Musa headland — stand at the 





The proposed bridge would rise 
near the western entrance of the 
35-milelong strait. Reaching from 
a point west of Tarifa, Spain, to 
the opposite Moroccan 
coast, it must leap a gap of about 


“115 miles. 


The bridge is of suspension de- 
sign, with cement piers footed deep 
in the strait floor, and roadways 
slung high enough to permit pas- 
sage of the largest ocean liners. If 
svecessful, it will speed land traf-

Find New Way- 
To Keep Fish 


{News of Norway) 
Norwegian fish wholesalers and 
exporters are keenly interested in 
a new method of treating iced 
fish with terramycin, a powerful 
antiblotic that kills over 90 per- 
cent of the bacterial found in 
freshly caught fish. 

Developed at the chemical re- 
search Institute of the director- 
ate of fisheries, Bergen, Norway, 
the process is now being tested by 
health authorities to ascertain 
whether it is medically safe. 

At a demonstration, recently 
held in Oslo, leading fish deal- 
ers were served boiled cod that 
had been caught and Iced 12 days 
earlier. They all pronounced the 
quality to be as good that of fresh 
cod. If the process is approved by 
health authorities, it should help 
materially in preserving the 
freshness of iced fish during the 
transport,
